FLASH! FLASH! FLASH! - AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE TO BE RESTRUCTURED!!!1! 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN NR 513 FROM ARR HEADQUARTERS, NEWINGTON CT . 
DECEMBER 10, 1974 TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT 

The FCC has released its long-awaited Notice of Proposed Rule Making on the restructur- 
ing of the amateur service, Docket 20282, The docket provides for a six-month comment 
pericd on sweeping proposals for changes in the available classes of Hcense and operator 


privileges. The amateur frequency spectrum would be divided at 29 mHz into two 
parts - part A, or shortwave, and part B, vhf and above. Present licensees would 
retain most privileges in both mrts. Permitted power levels would be redefined 
based on license class, and in terms of peak envelope power output for the higher 
classes. The written portion of the Extra Class exam and the exclusive Extra 
phone allocations would be eliminated, but the expert's code test and exclusive cw 
segments would be retained. Advanced liceneees would be allowed to use any 
emissions authorized below 29 mH=z. Generali licensees would be limited to Al, A3, 
and F3 emissions. Novices eguld use only Al emission, At vhf and above, a new 
Experimenter license with a theory exam cornparable te the Advanced would permit 
any emission authorized above 29 mHz. Technicians would be authorized Al, A3, 
and F3 emissions above 50 mHz. A new Communicator license would permit F3 
emission above 144mHz, The Communicator exam would be comparable to the 
Novice, but without a code requirement. All classea of license would be issued for 
five years, but licenses obtained by mail examination would not be renewable except 
in the case of physical disability. The procedures for examination by mail would be 
modified to require two licensed amateurs to administer the exam, at least one with 
a higher-clags license than the one being administered. The comment period for 
these FCC proposals extends until June 16, 1975, with reply cornments by July 16. 
January QST wiil contain further details. The full text of the FCC Notice is being 
aent to ARRL elected officials and affiliated cluba. The text will also be sent on re- 
quest accompanied by self-addressed stamped envelope, free of charge to members 
and at approximate cost, fifty cents, to others. The ARRL Board of Directors will 
have this proposal on its agenda when it meets on January 16, 1975. AR 
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PRC REPEATER: On Saturday, 30 Nov., Kés EJO, SLA and HAV] W6SO, WA6s SYU, 
SCV and VYD; and WBés IFH and VYC set the pole for the 450 mHz repeater antenna, 
With K6SLA at the wheel of the long bed truck we rented, the pole was picked up at 
W6IPP's gth and hauled to the mountain top. The hardware was mounted and the hole 
dug; and the whole gang turned io with the aid of biock and tackle and muscled the 30- 
footer into the hole. It was a nervous (and atrenuous) chore: and we almost lost it 
when it started to swing away frorn us. Fortunately, we caught it and it went the reet 
of the way easily. It was plumbed and back-filled and the antenna mounted and heliax 
connected. The repeater was fired up and put a nice 12 watts or so into the heliax 
with nearly none coming back. 'Twas then that the engineer, K6EJO, found the re- 
ceiver not working. He brought it down the mountain with him (and the next day found 
that the jarring ride to the mountain top on the truck had shaken some hardware loose 
onatrimmer capacitor}, This corrected, Gene took it back te the mountain and put 
the PRC 450 mHz repeater (444,300 in, 449.425 out, carrier aquelich, voice i.d. 
presently required} on the air on 3 Dec. Gene ig not thrilled with the coverage given 
by the 450 machine in North County, and is presently doing some testing with another 
antenna or two. 

The 2M machine keeps chugging along, with excellent coverage and reliability. 
Sure has sounded great since Gene found the problem in the TX board! ris of

We still prefer that you follow the FCC requirements for the use of your call 
sign rather than "Break", or "Hey, Burr'', when entering a QSO. Therels no re- 
quirement to give the call signs of all the stations in the QSO when you enter it-- 
just your cwn, but you must give that of the etation{s) with whom you have been in 
contact followed by "this is‘' and your own call sign when signing off. The reverse 
ia not correct, i.e., 'This_is WA6V YD clear with WASSCV". A word td the wise: 
Repeaters are veececeery easy to monitor for violations and W6NWG is loud and 
clear at the friendless candy cournpany's office in San Diego! 

WE6NWG is monitored 24 hours per day by the Bectenetod control stations. Some 
of our gripes are as follows: he button pusher: If you're nervous and strung 
out, sat some celery or chop some wood, take a cold shower, but keep your cot- 
ton-pickin' hands off the mike button unless you intend to communicate with some- 
one. If you're tuning up a rig, use a dummy load. If you're tweaking up an an-~ 
tenna, do it on something other than a repeater input. Try .94 or .76. Hf you're 
worried whether or not the repesier is still on the air, wait no longer than five 
minutes andit'li i.d. for you. Every time you 'kerchunk' the machine without _ 
i.d.-ing, you violate the FCC's regulations and put K6EJO one click closer to the 
mountain to replace a relay!
